GREAT FIRE AT PORT AU PRINCE. 

The brig Resident, has arrived at New Castle, 
in 18 days from Port au Prince. By this vessel we 
learn, that on the nightot the 16th December a 
fire broke out in the store of an Apothecary in the 
heart of the city, and the wind being high at East, 
it soon communicated to the most commercial part 
of the town, and left but few of the foreign houses 


standing. Jt was not got under until the \9th of 


December. Much valuable property on consign- 
ment is destroyed, but the tranquility of the place 
not disturbed. Every thing that could be done by 
the President, garrison, and firemen, was exerted 
not only to puta stop to the conflagration, but to 
etre the property of the sufferers from pillage. 

he Custom House, with all the books and papers, 
were entirely consumed, as was also, nearly the 
whole of the commercial or business part of the 
town. Immediateiy after the conflagration Presi- 


dent Boyer issued a proclamation, fermitting the 
imperiation FREE OF DUTIES or wharfage, 
during the year 1823, of “all building timber, 
plank, or boards, bricks or free stone, tiles of any 
description for roofing or otherwise, and nails tor 
joists, laths, rafters or boards of any kind.’

The United States’ steam galley LEnterprize, 
having undergone the necessary alterations, Com- 
modore Porter yesterday hoisted his broad pendant 
on board of her, and made a trial of her speed in 
the harbour. The wind blew a gale at N. W— 
and although she displayed a great deal of canvass, 
she proved to be suff, and capable of carrying a 
great press of sail.

Boston Theatre —We learn from the Boston pa- 
pers. that in consequence of the excessive crowd at 
the Ticket office in that city, since the engagement 
of Mr. Mathews began, the managers of the Thea- 
tre on Iriday last, put up the right of choice for 
boxes at sale, by auction. The sum produced by 
the sale was $236 1-2. From seven to ten dollars 
was bid, for the right of preference on each of the 
boxes of the lower row, and about four dollars fo» 
those of the upper row. 

Rice Glue —An elegant cement may be made 
from rice flour, which is at present used for that 
purpose in China and Japan, It is only necessary, 
to mix the rice flour intimately with cold water, and 
gently simmer it over the fire, when it readily forms 
a delicate and durable cement. 

South Carolina.---In the legislature of this state 
a clause added to the Tax Bili, for prohibiting the 
Phcenix Fire Insurance Company of London from 
issuing policies unless they paid $4000 per annum, 
was so amened in the Senate, as to read $1000, 
and was carried by a large majority.

Congress of the United Staies. 








A bil was on Thursday last, reported in the 
House of Representatives, proposing a revision of 
the tariff of duties, with a view to the encourage- 
mentof certain manufactures. ‘The bill proposes 
that, from and after the 30th June, certain duties 
shall be levied and collected on foreign goocs im- 
ported, higher than the present dutics. We shall 
state them specifically hereafter. For the present, it 
may be sufficient to state that the duty on woollers 
is proposed to be 30 per ccnt— being 5 per cent. 
higher than proposed by the Treasury Department 
—and the article of glass, and one or two other 
articles are introduced, as subjects of augmented 
taxation, in addition to those referred to in the lrea- 
sury Repoit. 

On Wednesday. the senate rejected the bill al- 
lowing a drawback on the exportation of cordage 
manufactured from forcign hemp. The house of 
Represcntatives rejected the bill to incorporate the
